Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, namely Smith (U.S. Patent 6,1 75,845 B1 ) and Kelley (U.S. Patent 
6,694,485 B1), fail to teach or reasonably suggest the limitations of the claimed 
invention. For instance, Smith and Kelley fail to determining whether a virtual-page 
boundary is coextensive with a line of text of a virtual page of the digital document.
